MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


Thornton, 

April,  1926. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thornton 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Twenty-sixth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Thornton 
for  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1925.  This  is  also  a  Survey 
Report  of  the  years  1920-1924. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. 

The  District  as  a  whole  is  roughly  triangular,  bounded  on 
the  west  by  the  seaboard  (Irish  Sea) ,  and  on  the  east  by  the 
River  Wyre.  On  the  north  there  is  a  sharp  line  of  demarcation 
from  west  to  east,  i.e.,  extending  from  the  seaboard  to  the  River 
Wyre,  and  dividing  this  District  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Fleetwood.  On  the  south  there  is  a  somewhat  irregular  division 
extending  from  the  seaboard  to  the  River  Wyre,  and  adjoining 
the  District  of  Bispham  (Blackpool),  the  Rural  District  of 
Carleton,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Poulton-le-Fylde.  The  apex 
of  the  triangle  corresponds  to  the  seaboard  (Irish  Sea)  and  the 
base  to  the  River  Wyre. 

Geology. 

The  general  sub-soil  of  the  District  is  clay,  which  is  overlaid 
with  a  thick  layer  of  alluvial  deposit  (blue  silt) ,  varying  in 
thickness  from  4ft.  to  8ft.  On  the  top  of  this  is  a  thin  layer, 
about  4in.,  of  peaty  matter.  Peaty  matter  of  considerable  thick¬ 
ness  was  found  in  one  portion  of  the  North  Ward,  Butt’s  Road, 
and  also  in  Blackpool  Road  in  South  Ward.  On  the  top  of  this 
again  is  a  layer,  varying  from  2-|ft.  to  4ft.  in  thickness,  of  sandy 
soil,  or  a  mixture  of  soil  and  clay.  The  surface  covering  is 
about  6in.  in  thickness.  From  above  downwards,  then,  we  get 
(1)  surface  covering,  (2)  mixture  of  soil  and  clay  or  sandy  soil, 
(3)  peat,  (4)  blue  silt,  (5)  boulder  clay. 
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From  the  nature  of  the  above  strata  it  rather  indicates  that 
at  some  period  the  River  Wyre  has  been  allowed  to  overflow  a 
large  portion  of  the  District,  hence  the  alluvial  deposit. 

With  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  blue  silt,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  when  cut  into  it  is  in  a  semi-dry  state,  and  can  be  cut 
in  dry  weather  as  easily  as  cutting  cheese,  but  directly  it  is 
exposed  to  the  weather  it  crumbles  away,  and  if  it  is  rained  upon 
or  comes  into  contact  with  water  it  dissolves  and  resolves  itself 
into  a  fluid  mass. 

Area  and  Density  of  Population. 

The  acreage  of  Thornton,  based  on  the  “  Census  Return 
1921,”  is  given  as  3,001  acres. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  acre  therefore  equals  2.0. 
The  District  is  divided  into  Wards,  viz: — 

West  Ward. — This  Ward  embraces  all  that  portion  of  the 
District  known  as  Cleveleys,  a  thriving  seaside  resort,  situate  on 
the  seaboard  (Irish  Sea).  It  is  princiaplly  residential,  and  enjoys 
an  increasing  popularity  with  visitors  from  inland  towns.  It  is 
also  to  a  certain  extent  agricultural  in  character.  It  is  nearly 
flat,  having  a  slight  slope  eastward,  i.e. ,  inland  from  the  seaboard, 
and  consequently  the  natural  course  of  the  flow  in  the  dykes, 
etc.,  which  finally  enter  the  River  Wyre. 

South  Ward. — South  Ward  is  somewhat  flat  in  character, 
with  a  slope  from  the  north.  The  District  is  residential  and 
agricultural  in  character.  The  water  courses  are  eastward. 

North  Ward. — This  District  contains  the  large  works  of  the 
United  Alkali  Company,  and  cottages  for  the  workmen,  besides  a 
certain  amount  of  agricultural  land.  The  land,  as  in  previous 
Wards,  is  somewhat  flat  in  character. 

East  Ward. — This  Ward  is  almost  entirely  agricultural.  The 
surface  contrasts  sharply  by  being  more  elevated  than  in  the 
other  Wards.  The  flow  in  the  dykes  is  east  and  west,  and  the 
westward  flow  eventually  runs  eastward  to  the  River  Wyre. 

Sewerage. 

Owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  District  a  system  of  Ejectors 
(Shone’s),  worked  by  compressed  air,  is  in  operation.  Two 
Ejector  Stations  are  at  present  in  use,  viz.:  One  at  Four  Lane 
Ends,  containing  two  Ejectors,  each  500  gallons  capacity;  and 
two  Ejectors  at  Sandy  forth,  each  150  gallons  capacity.  In  1925 
two  Ejectors  were  constructed  at  Stanah,  two  at  Tarn  Road  and 
two  off  West  Drive,  each  of  100  gallons’  capacity,  but  the  latter 
two  are  not  yet  working. 


The  compressed  air  is  generated  at  a  station  situate  in  the 
Council’s  yard,  and  comprises  engines  and  air  compressors  in 
duplicate,  the  same  being  supplied  from  two  Galloway’s  boilers. 
The  air  is  distributed  through  cast-iron  mains,  and  the  sewage 
is  discharged  from  the  Four  Lane  Ends  Ejector,  through  a  12in. 
cast-iron  rising  main,  into  the  Gravitation  Sewers  at  Cleveleys 
(West  Ward).  The  sewage  is  then  discharged  near  dead  low 
water  into  the  Irish  Sea,  in  the  Bispham  area. 

The  sewers  are  ventilated  by  means  of  up-cast  shafts.  The 
surface  grids  of  the  sewers  in  the  roadway  are  covered  to  obviate 
•offensive  smells. 


Water  Supply. 

Chiefly  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board.  It  is  an  upland  sur¬ 
face  water  of  good  quality  and  pleasantly  soft.  On  account  of  its 
soft  and  peaty  nature  there  will  be,  no  doubt,  a  slight  reaction 
on  lead  pipes.

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GENERAL  REMARKS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Birth  Rate,  15.7,  shows  a  decrease  of  1.5  on  the  previous, 
year  and  also  a  decrease  of  2.6  for  the  mean  of  5  years  (1920-24). 
The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  1925,  was  18.3. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  District  has 
fallen,  as  has  been  general  in  England  and  Wales.  The  higher- 
Birth  Rates  have  been  in  the  Industrial  Wards  of  the  District,, 
vis,  North  and  South. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1925  was  15.2,  as  against  11.5  for  1924, 
which  shows  an  increase  of  3.7. 

j  ne  me -n  of  5  \ears  (1920-1924)  was  11.9.  which  shows  an 
increase  of  3.3.  There  were  20  Deaths  (45-65  years)  and  48’ 
Deaths  (65  to  90  years).  The  incidence  of  Deaths  being  mainly 
at  the  end  period  of  life  as  in  previous  years. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.2. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  was  81  against  49  for  1924,  showing 
an  increase  of  32,  and  the  mean  of  5  years  (1920-1924)  55,  this 
shows  an  increase  of  26.  The  chief  cause  of  Death  was  weakness, 
from  birth. 

Phthisis  Death  Rate  was  0.32,  as  against  0.33  for  1924,  and 
0.76  for  the  mean  of  5  years  (1920-1924) ,  which  shows  a  decrease 
for  the  previous  year  of  0.01,  and  a  decrease  of  0.44  for  the  mean 
of  5  years  (1920-1924). 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  10  Deaths,  giving  a  Rate  of  1.60  as. 
against  0.84  for  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increase  0.76  on 
the  previous  year. 

During  1920  there  were  (6)  Deaths,  1921  (6),  1922  (5), 
1923  (10),  1924  (5),  giving  an  average  of  6.4  Deaths  for  years. 
(1920-24).

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  22.  Deaths  2. 

There  were  22  cases  notified  of  which  2  Pulmonary  died. 
Inspections  of  all  cases  are  made  by  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Officer  and  nurse  at  the  homes  of  the  patients  on  notification. 
Those  able  to  attend  at  Fleetwood  are  seen  there.  All  cases  are 
dealt '  with  after  notification  personally  or  by  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector,  and  advice  given  to  patients,  and  all  doubtful  cases  are 
reported  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  examination.  Six  Pul¬ 
monary  and  two  other  forms  received  Sanatoria  or  Hospital 
Treatment. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was  established  at  Fleetwood 
during  the  year  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  which  draws 
patients  from  this  District. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 


Cases  18.  Deaths  0. 

There  were  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  16  of  the  cases  were 
isolated  at  he  Isolation  Hospital,  Moss  Side,  Nr.  Lyfham.  The 
Wards  affected  being: — West  (10),  South  (4),  North  (4),  and 
occurred  during  the  first  and  last  Quarters  of  the  Year.  The 
cases  in  West  Ward  occurred  at  a  School  and  were  dealt  with  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer  at  their  Sanatorium.  All  cases 
notified  are  dealt  with  and  isolation  carried  out  as  far  as  possible. 
No  return  cases  notified  after  Hospital  treatment. 


PNEUMONIA. 

Cases  13.  Deaths  3. 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  prevailed  mainly  during  the  first 
4  months  of  the  year,  9  of  the  13  cases  being  in  that  period. 
The  weather  was  inclement.  There  were  3  deaths  during  the 
year. 


CHICKEN  POX. 

Cases  51.  Deaths  0. 

These  cases  were  spread  over  the  various  Wards  and  mild 
in  character.  This  Infectious  Disease  is  permanently  notifiable 
17th  June,  1923,  owing  to  part  of  the  District  being  visited  by 
large  numbers  of  inland  visitors. 
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INFLUENZA. 

Cases  — .  Deaths  1. 

Influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  first  four  months  of  the 
year  and  was  mild  in  character.  One  death  occurred  in  North 

Ward. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Case  1.  Death  0. 

One  case  occurred  in  August  in  East  Ward  at  a  farm  house. 
The  milk  supply  was  stopped  as  removal  to  Hospital  of  patient 
was  refused  by  parents.  Swabs  of  throat  taken  proved  positive. 
The  drains  at  the  farm  were  found  very  defective  and  the  same 
were  put  in  order.  No  further  case  resulted. 


MEASLES. 

During  the  first  Quarter  of  the  year,  Measles  was  epidemic 
in  North  Ward.  The  School,  Burn  Naze,  being  chiefly  affected. 
There  was  one  death  in  North  Ward  of  an  illegitimate  child 
(under  12  months  of  age),  and  one  in  West  Ward  of  Haemorr¬ 
hagic  Measles,  aged  6  years.  Owing  to  the  periodicity  of  attacks 
of  Measles  the  outbreak  was  almost  expected.  The  last  epidemic 
being  in  1920.  Young  children  chould  be  protected  from  exposure 
between  1 — 5  years,  as  at  that  period  of  life  most  fatalities  occur, 
and  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  school  attendance  before  that 
age  should  be  depressed.  The  position  of  schools  (Day  and 
Sunday)  in  the  District  does  not  help  to  check  the  spread,  as  the 
children  attend  different  schools  from  the  same  households  in 
other  parts  of  the  District.  School  closure  was  not  adopted. 
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Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Hie  District  is  provided  with  Hospital  accommodation  for 
Smallpox  at  Elswick,  Infectious  Diseases  at  Moss  Side,  near 
Lv  tham,  and  Sanatorium  treatment  at  Elswick  and  other  centres. 

Hospital  accommodation  has  been  adequate  and  good.  There 
are  no  specified  number  of  beds  in  the  above  Hospitals  allocated 
to  this  District.-  The  Ambulance  facilities  for  Infectious  Diseases 
good  (motor). 


Disinfection. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  Formalide  Spraying 
Machine,  burning  Sulphur  and  Izal. 

During  the  year  a  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  was  installed 
in  the  Council’s  yard. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  in  all  houses  where  deaths  have 
occurred  from  Phthisis  Pulmonalis  and  Cancer. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

For  detection  of  Diphtheria,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester.  There  were  7  specimens 
submitted  for  examination — 2  Diphtheria  (negative) ,  4  Typhoid 
Fever  (negative)  and  1  Faeces.  Specimens  of  sputum  were 
examined  through  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements.  Hospitals  and  Other 
Institutions,  Available  for  the  District  Nursing. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. — In  July,  1923,  the  District  was  provided, 
through  the  Thornton  and  Clevelevs  District  Nursing 
Association,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  Queen  Victoria 
Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses,  with  a  Nurse  or  Nurses  as 
occasion  required.  The  services  have  given  entire 
satisfaction  and  a  benefit  to  the  District. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — No  action  required,  but  Nurse 

engaged  if  necessary. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  on  Thursday,  6th 
September,  1923,  from  2  p.m.  to  4  p.m.,  at  the  Primitive  Metho¬ 
dist  Sunday  School,  Thornton-le-Fylde.  The  School  Medical 
Officer  and  Nurse  (County  Council)  and  Ladies  of  the  District 
(two  as  a  rule)  attend  weekly.

Housing. 

During  the  five  years  Houses  have  been  built  by  private 
enterprise.  No  Housing  Scheme  has  been  inaugurated  by  the 
Local  Authority,  but  advantage  was  taken  by  them  of  the 
Housing,  etc.,  Act,  1923,  to  subsidise  builders  of  the  small  type 
of  Dwellings.  There  is  still  a  want  of  the  small  type  of  House. 


Water  Supply. 

Extensions  of  Mains  have  been  carried  out  as  required  owing 
to  the  increased  building  operations  taking  place.  Complaints 
re  pressure  in  parts  of  the  District  have  been  received  but  new 
Reservoirs,  when  completed  are  expected  to  remedy  the  matter. 


Sewerage. 

Extensions  of  Sewers  have  been  carried  out  in  various  parts 
of  the  District,  and  are  being  continued  in  1925  on  a  large  scale 
as  well  as  new  ejector  stations,  increasing  the  capacity  of  pump¬ 
ing  operations.  Extensions  (or  otherwise)  of  the  Sewerage 
Chamber  at  the  Joint  Outfall  in  the  Bispham  (Blackpool  Area) 
now  needed,  more  so  on  account  of  new  buildings  and  extension 
of  sewers. 


Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal  have  been  carried  out  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  Suitable  tips 
have  been  used  and  motor  vehicles  convey  the  refuse  thereto. 
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Food  Inspection. 

This  work  is  done  periodically  as  occasion  requires.  Under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  samples  are  taken  by  the  Police,  and 
Food  and  Meat  exposed  for  sale  are  regularly  inspected.  Admin¬ 
istration  of  the  Public  Health  (meat)  Regulations  1924  as  regards 
stalls,  shops,  etc.,  systematically  carried  out. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Schemes. 

A  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  on  the  6th  September, 
1923,  in  the  District,  by  the  County  Council,  and  is  attended 
weekly  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Nurse. 


Schemes  for  Treatment  of1  Tuberculosis. 

The  above  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council,  through 
their  Tuberculosis  Officer,  by  home  inspection  and  Sanatoria 
Treatment. 


Provision  of  Isolation  Hospitals. 

None  situate  in  District,  cases  are  sent  to  Fylde  Joint 
Hospital,  Moss  Side,  near  Lytham  (Infectious) . 

Small  Pox  cases  would  be  isolated  at  Elswick  Hospital. 
Ambulance  (motor)  has  been  provided  for  the  conveyance  of 
patients. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Cases  from  this  District  attend  at  the  Blackpool  Victoria 
Hospital. 


Infectious  Diseases — General. 

In  1920  Measles  epidemic,  especially  in  North  and  South 
Wards,  also  a  fair  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  Cases  in  North  and 
South  Wards.  In  1921  Scarlet  Fever  (18  cases)  and  Diphtheria 
(4)  occurred  in  the  District.  In  1922  several  cases  of  Diphtheria 
(4).  In  1923  chiefly  Chicken  Pox  in  North  and  West  Wards, 
and  one  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica.  In  1924  chiefly  Acute 
Pneumonia  (13  cases).  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  mild 
in  character,  and  owing  to  the  geographical  position  of  the 
District  and  its  neighbouring  towns  there  is  thereby  constant 
contact  with  this  District  and  its  neighbours.  A  large  number 
of  visitors  yearly  visit  the  District  from  surrounding  counties, 
and  thereby  imported  cases  are  at  times  brought. 
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I  desire  to  thank  the  Council’s  officials  for  the  assistance  thev 
have  given  me  in  compiling  this  Report.

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Sewerage. 

The  main  drainage  system  (with  the  exception  of  the  out¬ 
lying  districts,  e.g. ,  East  Ward,  on  account  of  the  scattered  con¬ 
dition  of  the  houses,  which  depends  on  cesspools)  is  generally 
satisfactory  but  during  heavy  rainfall  at  times  becomes  congested. 

During  the  year  1925  this  District  has  been  Sewered. 

The  Sewage  of  the  whole  District  is  discharged  near  dead 
low  water  into  the  Irish  Sea, 

The  extension  of  the  Storage  Chamber  or  provision  of  pump¬ 
ing  plant  at  the  Outfall  Works  is  necessary  to  prevent  backing  up 
of  sewage  during  heavy  rainfall. 

There  are  still  a  few  houses  not  yet  connected  to  the  sewer, 
and  consequently  a  source  of  pollution  to  the  water  courses. 

The  sewers  were  flushed  regularly  during  the  year. 


Water  Courses. 

The  Main  Water  Courses  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  out. 
A  considerable  amount  of  time  and  money  has  been*  devoted  to. 
this  work  and  a  great  benefit  to  the  whole  area  has  been  derived 
during  the  winter. 

The  owners  and  tenants  of  land  adjoining  the  Water  Courses 
having  rendered  valuable  assistance. 


Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  houses  and  farms  which  depend 
on  stored  or  well  water,  the  District  is  supplied  from  the  Fylde 
Water  Board,  and  has  been  of  good  quality,  pleasantly  soft,  and 
of  a  peaty  nature.  No  cases  of  lead  poisoning  reported.  The. 
mains  have  been  regularly  flushed  during  the  year.  Complaints 
were  made  as  to  the  character  of  the  pressure.

Two  owners  of  animals  killed  asked  for  inspection,  and  1 
whole- carcass  and  two  hind  quarters  (8  cwts.),  of  Beef  were 
condemned  and  cremated. 

A  quantity  of  Meat  is  brought  into  the  District  from  neigh¬ 
bouring  parts.  It  is  therefore  necessary  that  there  should  be 
uniformity  in  inspection  in  all  Districts  to  safeguard  against  the 
importation  of  unsound  Meat,  etc. 

Notices  of  Private  Slaughtering  are  received  and  inspections 
are  made. 

Tents  and  Vans. 

Bye-laws  ai-e  in  force  in  this  District. 

During  the  year  Vans  were  occupied  owing  to  house  shortage. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

A  number  of  observations  have  been  made  and  the  owners 
of  one  Factory  are  experimenting  with  regard  to  abateing  the 
nuisance. 


Motor  Ambulance. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  has  been  requisitioned  on  34  occasions 
during  the  year  1925,  10  as  the  result  of  accidents,  and  24  due 
to  sudden  illness.  Answering  one  accident  call,  the  person  injured 
had  died  wrhen  the  ambulance  arrived,  and  was  removed  by  other 
means.  The  34  persons  removed  were  taken  to  the  following

These  have  been  taken  during  the  past  twelve  months  at  the 
Council  Offices  at  9  a.m.  each  morning,  a  Tabular  Synopsis  of 
which  is  given  below,  and  the  Monthly  Reports  have  been  duly 
placed  before  the  Council. 


January. 

The  highest  fall  recorded  was  .54  on  the  28th.  Total  rainfall 
2.37  inches. 

February. 

A  wet  month.  On  the  9tli  and  10th,  .84  and  .80  inches  fell 
respectively.  There  were  only  eight  fine  days  in  the  month. 
Total  rainfall  4.19  inches. 


March. 

A  fine,  cold  month.  There  were  slight  showers  on  eleven 
occasions  but  only  .97  inches  fell  during  the  whole  month. 

April. 

This  month  was  moderately  wet,  .68  inches  falling  on  tha 
22nd.  Total  rainfall  2.49  inches. 

May. 

The  wettest  month  of  the  year.  There  were  only  nine  days 
on  which  no  rain  fell,  while  more  than  half  an  inch  fell  on  five 
occasions.  The  highest  fall  was  on  the  27th,  when  .77  inches 
were  recorded.  Total  rainfall  for  the  month  5.39  inches. 

June. 

The  dryest  month  of  the  year,  rain  falling  on  only  three 
days.  Total  rainfall  .24  inches. 

July. 

This  month  was  fine  at  the  commencement,  the  most  rain 
fell  on  the  25th,  -when  .75  inches  were  recorded.  Total  rainfall 
2.69  inches. 


August. 

This  month  was  wet  early  on,  but  fine  latterly.  Most  rain 
was  recorded  on  the  8th,  when  .52  inches  fell.  Total  rainfall 
3.04  inches. 
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September. 

A  very  wet  month.  There  were  only  seven  fine  days  during 
the  month.  The  greatest  rain  fall  was  on  the  19th,  when  .09 
inches  were  recorded.  Total  rainfall  for  month  4.88  inches. 


October. 

A  very  wet  month.  After  the  11th  there  were  only  two  fine 
days.  Most  rain  fell  on  the  19th,  when  .87  inches  were  recorded. 
Total  rainfall  5.08  inches. 


November. 

Most  rain  fell  on  the  29th  when  .59  inches  were  recorded. 
Total  rainfall  2.59  inches. 


December. 

A  wet,  wintry  month.  Most  rain  fell  on  the  28th,  when  .79 
inches  were  recorded.  Snow  fell  on  the  20th,  23rd  and  25th.
